fiscal your, $l07,.'jOO,000 on th» public debt, 
01- within $:»,UOJ,000 of all the debt that 
can bb paid until ISO). 
Judging from tho 


past, no detriment is likely to occur if^this 
joint resolution shall become a law. 
By 


this joint resolution SIOO.OUO^OO in gold has 
boon absolutely devoted and dedicated to 
tho payment of United States notes, and for 
no other purposo whatever. So that, keep- 
ing la mind that wo are to have a law in 
this joint resolution which will put It out 
ot the power of the secretary ot the treas- 
ury to touch one dollur of that 5100, OCO,000 
save for the purposo of rodoomlng United 
States notes, and coniidoring tho fact that 
wo had, on tho 1st of August, a surplus 
(over and abovo that amount), in gold 
money and bullion, of about $5:1,000,000, we 
can, as I havo said, apply $107,000,000 In 
this Oscal year to the pay'mont of tho public 
debt. 


Bock dissented altogether from Allison's 


assumption ttat by tho joint resolution 
there was any dodication of 8100,000,000, or 
any change of tbo la* whatever in relation 
to tha resoi-vo for United States notes. 
What the law in that respect was before, it 
still remained. 


Allison—Then you moan to say that that 


dodication was tho law before? 


Eoc-k—If $100,000,000 was dedicated be- 


fore, It is now. 
If it was not, it is not. 
I 


do not consider that it was. 
It stands juet 


as It did. Wo will arguo that hereafter 
when any Question cotnos up in regard to 
dodication. In tho meantime we ought to 
use all available money In tbo treasury to 
pay oft tho public dobt; and if wo can not 
do tbat, tho country -will demand a reduc- 
tion ot taxation. 


Edmunds agreed witb Beck that all tho 


available balance in tho treasury should be 
used to reduce tho public debt if that could 
be dono with safety to tho public interests. 
Ho dill'orod from tho senator from Kon- 
tucky most decidedly, howover, in rogard to 
what tho joint resolution meant. It had 
been open to doubt and dispute, heretofore, 
\i bother tho $100,000,000 in gold coin (not 
in silver coin} was required to be hold in 
tho treasury (as It iu fact was hold) for tho 
redemption of United States notos. By this 
resolution, it was devoted formally and ab- 
solutely to that purposo. lie agreed with 
tho nonator from Iowa, that, for the first 
time in tbo legislation of the country, tho 
house of representatives rising to the Im- 
portance ot tho occasion, and building (ho 
would not say bettor thnn it knew), but as 
well as it know, had expressly declared th:it 
there must bo horoaftor, by force oE positive 
law, 
held in tho treasury in gold $ 100,000,000 


Jor tbo redemption of United States notos, 
and that that reservo must bo.kopt up all 
tho tlrno. All that has boon dono bosidos is 
to stimulate tho secretary of tho treasury to 
do that which his predecessors have dono— 
reduce the public dobt as fast as it is safe 
to do iti 


Coll declared that if bo had supposed that 


tho effect of tho joint resolution would bo to 
dodicato this $100,000,000 absolutely to that 
purposo, ho would have voted against it. 


In the house, when tho resolution cumo 


up, Weaver said there was nothing on oartu 
loft of tho original resolution, and nothing 
could be gained by tho passing of tho i-eso- 
lution as now raporttd. It -^us a complete 
backdown on tho part of tbo house. 


Hewitt of New York characterized tho 


tho principle which underlay tho original 
resolution and the amendments adopted by 
the senate as viclous.J^Thoso who voted for 
this measure wore votinc for * measure 
which would bring tho country tu a silver 
basis as surely as tho sun would rise. 
This 


resolution served notice upon the men who 
owned the prop«rty of tho country tbat 
there was to bo a transfer of a gold to a sil- 
ver basis, by which 
2~> per cent, of ths 


property of tho country would chouge 
hands without the consent of tho owner. 


Morrison, in presenting the report, mad» 


a similar statement to that oE Allison, uli- 
nus the claim that S100,COC,000 in gold we* 
ubsolutoly reserved for the redemption of 
greenbacks. Ho admitted that ho did not 
know what would conntituto tho "extraor- 
dinary emergency" that would pormit tho 
suspension of calls, and in replying to tho 
criticism that tho passage of tho resolution 
was expressive oE a want of conlldoiico in 
the administration, declared that In pass- 
ing tho original resolution, tbo house simply 
Jiscuar-Kod its duty. 
Ho had felt that the 


president was discharging faithfully his 
duty undor tbo laws and uis oath as be un- 
derstood it, and that much tho president 
must allow to congress. 


HITT'S MISAPPREHENSION.

mont reported to tho houso "Wednesday tho 
resolutions on th'o Cutting afl'air adopted 
unanimously by tbo foreign affairs coui- 
miiteo Tuesday, Hltt of Illinois took the 
lloor and said he bad voted for tho resolu- 
tions under a misapprehension. Upon road- 
Ing the corrosponflenco, ho found that in- 
stead of tho Mexican government having re- 
fused tho demand of tho United States to 
release Cutting, it had shown overy spirit 
ot compliance, 
Thcro was no evasion, thore 


was no defiance, there woa very nearly 
humiliation in tho tono of that foebb gov- 
ernment before tho sudden defiant demand 
of the secretary of Bt&to, in tho name of the 
prosldont. 


Blount of Georgia, inquired 
whether 


Cutting was not still in jail. 


Hitt replied that ho was, but said that 


upon tho Interference oE tho Mexican minis 
tor ot foreign affairs bo had boon odered 
his release ou bail, which ho had scornEnlly 
rofusod. That was tho work of tho mischief- 
making consul there, who made speeches to 
crowds in the streets about vindicating tho 
rights of hi» country. 
That was tho in- 


carnation of indiscretion TvLo had charge 
of our forolgn affairs thore. 
Cutting, act- 


ing by tho advico of the consul, declared 
that his case was no longor an individual, 
but an international afl'air, and persisted in 
sitting In his prison when ho could wull: 
out any moment ho ploasod. 
The govern- 


ment, Hltt said, was doing in this caso 
what It had dono in a hundred other t:aso— 
interfering to secure tho roloago of ouo of 
its citizens. 
Thoro was ovory proapact of 


cordial co-operation 
by 
Mexico, 
and 


ho 
did 
not 
boliovo 
that tho domo- 


cratlc 
secretary

incompetent that

Snmuoi Jones Tildon was born on Fob. 0. 


JSW, in Now Lebanon, Columbia county, N. 
T, 
His father and his grandfather woro 


farmers, but Samuel was Gent to Yalo college 


in JS8.1 Ho stayed tboro only n eboi L time, 
entering tbo University of New York, from 
which ho graduated. 
Tildon was admitted 


to tho bar in 1S41 and began practice in 
New York city, but ha loft tho tew business 
to become an editor in lti-1-1, when ho took 
charge of Tbo Moruing Sows, a dally paper 
established to advocate Folk's oloction to 
tbo presidency. 


In I6J5 Mr. Tildon was oloctod to tlio 


Now York assembly, and a year later vras 
chosen a member of tbo constitutional con- 
voution. 
Ho ran for tho attorney general- 


ship of tbo state in lt>.'ju an a Democrat, but 
was defeated, and returned to tho practice 
of law. His brilliant legal talonts placed 
him is tbo front rank of tho Now York bar, 
and ho accumulated a large fortuno. Ho 
became ghnirman of tbo Democratic state 
committoe in 
1SOO, and was a member ot

Buildings had been 
pat out on the west side ot the river with- 
out injuring tho power; anl this would 
bo oyeii lees liable to cause any unde- 
sirable results, being on the opposite 
bank from whero rncst of the mills were 
located.
